What we need to'do for the best is to cir- 
culate to the utmost extent the Word of God, which is the 
best of all literature, and after that all manner, of good 
books and newspapers—epecially those of our own de- 
nominational publications, « The Foreign Mission Journal, 
Our Home Field, and our Convention Sunday School Se- 
ries ought to be in every Baptist home and church in the 
land, 

Then the Baptist paper that truly represents our peo- 
ple in our own State, that is true to Bible and Baptist 
doctrines, practices and interests, should have our undi- 
vided support. That paper known as The Baptist, issyed 
‘at Jackson as the successor of the Baptist Record, which 
has heretofore, for twenty-one years, been the able, use- 
ful and sufficient organ of Mississippi Baptists, presents 
itselt as such a paper, and in our opinion, is up to the 
measure of its claim and should be in all of our homes. 
The clearing of the field for one good paper, by the pur- 
chase of other interests, thus removing an unholy rivalry, 
which for some years has wrought far more. of evil than 
of good in our midst, is a hopeful sign for the future. Let 
us hope that our people have learned wisdom from their 
past experience and henceforth will have a care how they ~ 
encourage private religious newspaper enterprises for per- 
sonal gain. 

We recommend our people to give our new Baptist 
paper a fair and honest chance to accomplish its great and 
important mission, by subscribing and paying for it, and 
by praying for, reading, and commending it to others. 
Only thus can we help those who now have the burden 
upon them to make the enterprise a worthy success.

The Committee on. Sunday Schools report as follpws: 
From the minutes of last session and from the cufrent 
church letters we compile the following statistics:

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Last year five churches reported Sunday Schools with 
larger attendance than Church membership; this year 
nine Churches thus reported, We thus see that while 
the Association has gained a church membership of 123 it 
has gained a Sunday school membership of 367. From 
the above facts we readily see that considerable progress 
has been made in Sunday school work, But*much more 
could have been done. We have reported 572 fewer 
scholars than church mtembers; whereas there should 
readily be twice or thrice as many. Twenty of our 
churches reported preaching service only once a month: 
three have two seryices and two have four services, or a 
total of 34.. If all our churches had Sunday schools there 
, would be 125 additional services. : 

We deem it unnecessary to argue the necessity of the 
Sunday school. 1 tis the church at work; it is also the nur- 
sery, the antechamber of the church. It is the place fo 
make early impressions on young minds, and the place to 
train young and old Christians for more efficient service 
m the Master’s cause. 

- We recommend that the Moderator of this Assdciation 
appoint a suitable person to assist Churches in organizing 


Sunday schools throughout the bounds of this Association.

Here, from fifteen so thirty homeless children find food, 
lodging, and the mental, moral and Christian training of 
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a Christian home. Indeed, we have reason to believe 
that often these waifs of charity have the advantage 
ever the children of some wealthy Christian parents in 
this line. 

Our people cannot too highly appreciate the econom- 
ical and judicious management by the superintendent} and 
his wife and the generous loan by them of $800, which 
amount should be quickly repaid. 

With no income except the contributions of the pegple, 
it behooves us to keep this work ever in view, remem- 
bering that there is a crying need for everything given. 

Already the advisability of selling one-half the land, in 
order to get funds for immediate needs, is being discugsed.

- AY 
The Clerk next read the minutes of the second day’s 1 e 
proceedings which were approved, after which with a 
closing prayer by Bro. Farish, the Association adjourned 
to meet with the Hattiesburg Baptist church on Thursday 
before the first Sunday in September, 1900, at 9 o’clock 
in the morning.
